As the excess demand on a 
circuit builds up, voltage starts to 
drop, just like water pressure when 
too many faucets are running at 
once. This causes less electric cur- 
rent to reach the outlets, resulting 
in dim lights and faulty appliance| 
performance. 

An added disadvantage is that 
you still pay for this wasted energy 
because the current is lost along 
the wires after it has passed 
through the meter.

FIRED LIBRARIAN 
WRITES PROTEST . 


Editor, Labor Journal 


You have always taken such a 
good position against witch hunts, 
I thought that you and your read- 
ers might be interested in my per- 
sonal witch hunt. 

I have been dismissed from the} 
Oakland Public Library, so I am! 
told, for misconduct and insubor- 
dination, or for asserting my right 
to be told what I may read, and 
what I may think, or with whom 
I may associate. 

A peculiar anomaly presents it- 
self to the American people. On 
the one hand, censure of Senator 
McCarthy is being debated by the 
United States Senate. On the other 
hand, his ominous shadow seems 
not to have followed him into the 
censure chambers, but has re- 
mained behind on many adminis- 
trative door steps. 

Our Oakland library steps should 
not be contaminated by the shadow 
of bigotry. Our Oakland Library 
Board need not have been fright- 


ened. Our Assistant City Attorney 
need not have obeyed the dictates 
of the “five o’clock shadow”. Good 
people, following good American 
tradition, are not likely to toler- 
ate this enforced conformity to a 
passing political tyranny, named 
McCarthyism. 

With an impeccable professional 
record, it is strange that suddenly 
I am a security risk. For many 
years, I have been helping patrons 
select their love stories, wild west- 
erns, Whodonits, “how-to-do-it 
books” and more serious reading. 
I have been and shall always re- 
main unalterably opposed to book 
burning, Hitler OR McCarthy 
style. 

I should like to take this oppor-| 
tunity to express my appreciation 
for the many heartening and en- 
couraging messages which I re- 
ceived after notice of my dismissal 
It is indeed gratifying to see hon- 
est people come forth courageously 
and denounce the real un-Amer- 
icans and the subverters of our 
Constitution and our Bill of Rights. 

I will not take my’ dismissal su- 
pinely. I know that I will not be 
alone in fighting for my rights, 
for what has happened to me can 
happen to anyone. 

I am no stranger to labor unions, 
having served as president of a 
library local of the American Fed- 
eration of State, County and Mu- 
nicipal Employees.

THANKSGIVING FOR GOOD UNIONS 


Members of good unions which care for their economic 
advancement had much to be thankful for yesterday when 
Thanksgiving Day was observed. 


Some of us union people sare, however, to put it mildly, 
conservative about being thankful. Our attitude brings to 
mind the tourist who was visiting a remote part of Mexico. 


In company with a Mexican friend he visited a place where 
hot springs and cold springs bubbled side by side. He watched 
the women boiling their clothes in the hot springs and rinsing 
them in the cold springs. Finaly he said to his Mexican frienck 

“I guess they think old Mother Nature is pretty gener- 
ous!” 

“No, Senor,” replied his friend. “There is much grumbling 
because she supplies no soap.” 


The Sales Tax Is the One to Cut 


The State Franchise Tax Board has prepared bills to be 
submitted to the Legislature writing into State law the tax 
cuts allowed on the Federal help-the-rich-soak-the-poor bill 
passed by the 83d Congress. John J. Campbell, executive of- 
ficer of the board, says the board isn't advocating these 
changes; it is merely submitting them in the form of bills,so the 
Legislature may adopt them if it so desires. 


Figures published n the daily press show that a total of 
$221,168,000 annually is received by tie State from personal 
income taxes and corporation taxes. So the editor of East 
Bay Labor Journal called up the State Equalization Board to 
find out how much income the State got from the sales tax, 
the poor man’s tax, in the last fiscal year for which the date 
is complete. The result was about as expected: a great deal 
more than twice as much comes in from the sales tax as from 
personal income taxes and corporation taxes. 


The figures are: State income from personal income tax 
and corporation tax, $221,168,000; from sales tax $460,195,- 


If Governor Knight wishes to continue with his celebrated 
pose as the friend of the workingman and the champion of 
the smaller income folks, let him propose to the Legislature 
that the sales tax be cut, not the income tax and the corpora- 
ion tax, 

It is true that folks with smaller incomes are hit to some 
extent by the income tax, but the sales tax is the one that 
really pounds ‘em. Every time they go into a ten-cent store 
and pay 15 cents for an item at one counter, out goes that 
penny tax; and at the next counter for the next 15 cents 
another “penny for the Governor,” as the saying is. It mounts 
up, brothers and sisters. Sure it does: up to $460,195,250! 


We're going to watch this deal, and see how it turns out. 


‘Mc. C.-Knowland-Fulton Lewis Axis’ 


Commenting on the firing by Secretary of State Dulles of 
John Paton Davies, a distinguished career diplomat, the Colo- 
rado Labor Advocate speaks plainly: 

“Davies had been under attack for years by the McCarthy- 
Knowland-Fulton Lewis axis ... The GOP bigwigs have pulled 
another McCarthy double-shuffle—spitting in his face while kiss- 
ing him on another portion of his anatomy.” 

Joseph C. Harsch, the Christian Science Monitor specialist 
on foreign affairs, wouldn't dream of going into the anatomical 
details so flatly hinted by the Colorado Labor Advocate, but 
he says that Mr. Dulles would have exonerated Mr. Davies, 
and saved him for the Foreign Service, had he felt politically 
free to do so. But, points out Harsch: 

“Several prominent Republican politicians had publicly at- 
tacked Mr. Davies. The principal ones were Gen. Patrick J. Hurley, 
Senator William F, Knowland of California, and Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire. Therefore the political reputations of 
three prominent Republicans were at stake.” 

What was Mr. Davies’ crime? Here is the sedate and 
scrupulous Harsch’'s version of it: 


“His alleged lack of judgment was based on an assessment of 
conditions in China from 1942 to 1945 which largely have been 
borne out by subsequent events ... The strategists of the West 
are concentrating on ways and means of achieving now what 
Mr. Davies wanted them to start trying to do 10 years ago.” 

Dulles’ reward from Knowland for wrecking the morale of 
the State Department will of course continue to be snipeshoot- 
ing at Dulles from the sidelines, with the implication that 
only the Senator from Formosa Tower knows anything about 
foreign affairs.
